CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


1. — The highest bidder shall be the purchaser; and if any dispute arise between two or more bidders as to the 
person being the highest or last bidder, the lot in dispute must be put up again at the last undisputed bidding. 

2. —No person shall advance less than Half a Crown at any bidding, nor less than Half a Guinea when the biddings 
at any lot exceed Twenty Guineas. 

3. —The Buyer to give in his name and place of abode, and pay into the hands of the Auctionier, immediately on 
the sale of each lot, a deposite of five shillings in the pound in part payment of his purchase money. 

4. —The items are described with as much accuracy as has been attainable, and in no instance, in reference to Works 
of Art, has any name been given where doubt could arise of its genuineness—nor as to the contents of the Wine 
Cellars and the persons by whom they were supplied; and all lots must be at the risk of the purchaser from the falling 
of the hammer, and taken with all faults and errors of description if any, at the expense of the purchaser.—the Works 
of Art from the place of Sale. On Saturday the 28th day of September, between ten o’clock, a.m., and four o’clock, p.m., 
and the Wines from the Cellar at WhinfiSld, on Monday September 30th, and Tuesday October 1st., between the hours 
of twelve o’clock at noon, and four o’clock afternoon, and the whole of the purchase money must be absolutely paid 
before delivery. 

5. —If any purchaser n e glect or refuse to comply with these conditions, the deposite shall be forfeited and belong 
to the vendor—the lots re-sold (either by public or private treaty,) and any deficiency arising from re-sale, together 
with the costs and charges attending the same, must be made good by the defaulter in this sale. 

3.—Any person not clearing his lots as before directed, shall be, moreover, subject to the expense of removal, and 
warehouse charges of one shilling per day for the occupation of every such lot, until it be removed or re-sold. 

To prevent confusion, no lot can be delivered during the time occupied by the Sale.

A most admirable specimen of portraiture, very graceful in pose, painted with thorough knowledge 
of all the principles of art, and special skill in the application of colour—one of the art treasures 
if Qh , dispersed on the breaking up of the late Duke of Hamilton’s establishment at Ashton Hall, in 
1816. Presented to Mr. Pedder by a very distinguished connoisseur, as suitably gracing the collec¬ 
tion of which it now forms an important item. 

The Painter of this picture—a native of Urswick, in Lonsdale North of the Sands , in this county — exer¬ 
cised an influence on Art at an early period of the English revival, beyond the calculation of most 
persons conversant with his name and works. It is only due to his memory and his fame to say that 
he was the forerunner and exemplar of a galaxy of men who contributed in times past to the glory of 
British art, and associated this part of the country with its rise and progress.
